discussion by the Football Association 
last week, Elleray was keen to see it 
adopted in England's Premier League for 
a season’s trial. 

For the sake of explanation here is the 
idea that was put forward in ABSW. 

Firstly, the reasons for the change. 
Currently a player is issued with a 
caution by the referee if the Laws of the 
Game have been infringed but the 
offence is insufficient for a red card. 

The player has commited the offence 
in the game in progress. Up to four 
cautions in separate matches can 
accumulate sufficient points for a player 
to miss a game. 

If the player receives two cautions in 
the one match then he is red carded, 
and misses at least one match, 

These two situations are at odds with 
each other. 

Surely it is better for that player to be 
punished for infringing the Laws in the 
match in which the offence took place. 

The current method of issuing yellow 
cards fails to punish the offending 
player's team, in the match in which the 
offence happens 

What is suggested is to banish the 
offender for a period of time to the 
‘detention bench’ or ‘gaol’ or some such 
name. Other sports use ‘sin bin’. 

This area should be controlled by the 
fourth official. The time when a player 
can return to the field of play would be

This happens to 
ensure a player sits out a match of lesser 
importance.

Additionally, the referee's paperwork 
load, following a game, would virtually 
disappear. 

Administrators at all levels of the 
game, from the young to the most 
senior, could scrap the system they use 
for keeping track of accumulated points 
following the issuing of yellow cards. 

Australia could be used as the proving 
ground for this innovation. We lead in 
junior development, why not lead in this 
area?

0 victory in Tunisia 

last week engendered 
a kind of excitement 
Australians haye not felt for 
24 years, In the world’s most 
important sport, the highest 
stage is looming into view. 
One opponent and two 
games away from World 
Cup qualification, and there 
is not the slightest suggestion 
of failure, 

Tunisia, though this was a 
friendly, is by status the equal 
of any looming Asian World 
Cup opponents, A 3-0 away 
win in such a two-legged 
tussle will be priceless. If only 
‘Tunisia had been a World Cup 
qualifier! 

‘What was most heartening 
about the Tunisia game was 
not so much its result in 
isolation, i impressive as it is, 
but what is more important is 
that it was consistent with 
what the team has been 
achieving regularly in the 
current era, 

It is less than a year since 
coach Terry Venables took 
over from Eddie Thomson and 
based on what we see in front 
of us we have to be blunt.

The El Tel record is 
impeccable and is 2 damning 
indictment on that of his 
predecessor. 

The current coach’s prolific 
early run is well documented; 
a dozen games, a dozen wins. 
But that being a fact let us not 
be entrapped by circumstances 
which may have favoured 
Venables. Four of those dozen 
games were against a couple 
of the weakest of all possible 
‘opponents: two apiece versus 
the Solomon Islands and 
Tahiti against whom the tally 
reads, 26 goals scored, 2 
conceded, 

But subtracting that 
element from the twelve 
games, the Venables legacy 
still stands up very weil 
indeed, In the eight games the 
Venables outfit played, apart 
from those against the 
Solomons and Tahiti, the 
record is still eight wins out of 
eight, two goals conceded and 
16 scored for an average of 
two a game. 

Compare that with the 
Thomson regime which, at its 
end, had yielded a scoring 
record of barely a goal a 
game, And let us add, four of

Venables’ games have been 
away. And three of the eight 
wins have been against 
opponents ranked higher by 
FIFA than ourselves. 

So what was the Thomson 
record in the early stages of 
his stewardship in 1990-91? 
Not very good. Certainly if 
one is to be fair and compare 
like against like- that is the 
first eight games against 
quality opponents. Thomson's 
actual first games included 
two games against a club team 
(Hadjuk Split) and four games 
against the likes of the 
Malaysian Olympic selection, 
Indonesia B and Thailand. 
ET’s tougher games did not 
begin until a trip to South 
Korea in 1990. From then on 
his record of the first eight 
games reads like this: South 
Korea 0-1; South Korea 0-1; 
Czechoslovakia 0-1; 
Czechoslovakia 0-1; New 
Zealand 1-0; New Zealand 2- 
15 i pablo 0-1; South Korea 


Fight games played for two 
wins, five losses, six goals 
conceded for a paltry three 
Scored; a success rate of 29% 
against Venables’ 100%. . 

An ill-willed observer can 
only recount the Thomson 
record as pathetic. With the 
best will in the world, you can 
only assess it as that of a most 
cautious coach, 

And that, on sober 
assessment, is the essential 
difference between Thomson 
and Venables. ET was, despite 
his public pronouncements to 
the contrary, a negative coach 


with a reserved belief in the 
ability of Australian 
footballers, Admirers he might 
have had but his record 
implies he knew little about 
the attacking instincts of his 
players and showed less 
inclination to harness them. 

What is refreshing about 
Venables is that he is the 
‘opposite. On his appointment 
it would have been forgivable 
to fear that Venables would 
take a condescending and 
imperial view of Australian 
players, assessing them as 
technically inferior, colonial 
chaps and therefore, like 
Thomson, would take a 
cautious, negative approach 
against quality opposition. But 
it was ‘clear from the 
beginning that this was not the 
case. From the first game 
under his reign, against New 
Zealand in Melbourne in 
January this year, El Tel gave 
clear signals that he is a man 
with a different ideology- that 
he believes in attack and his 
players’ capability of it. 
Though his first was a low 
scoring affair, a 1-0 against 
the Kiwis, it was a game of 
relentless pressure by the 
Aussies with Matthew 
Bingley, a defender by 
previous definitions, doing 
more attacking than defending 
and scoring the winner. 

What followed was more of 
the same. In ensuing games 
Australia began and ended 
games with winning ambition, 
playing at home or away in 
front of hostile crowds, in 
Skopje, Budapest, Auckland 


ith the win over 
Tunisia, in Tunis 
last Wednesday, 


the Australian team is 
looking good for the testing 
games in November. 

‘The range of options in the 
player department has never 
been greater. Terry Venables 
is fortunate to haye the 
coaching job at this time, so 
maybe the combination of 
classy players and a daring 
coach have come together at 
the right time. 

Due to last minute knee 
problems, Milan Ivanovic 
came in for sweeper Steve 
Horvat. Harry Kewell started 
on the bench with John Aloisi 
playing in the first half. The 
18 year old Leeds United 
future star came on for the 
second stanza. 

‘The team that started was: 
Zeljko Kalac, Tony Vidmar, 
Milan Ivanovic, Alex Tobin, 
Kevin Muscat, Josip Skoko, 
Ned Zelic, Robbie Hooker, 
Aurelio Vidmar, Mark 
Viduka, John Aloisi. 

Robbie Slater, Matthew 
Bingley and Harry Kewell 
were second half substitutes. 

Kalac showed his rustiness 
on a couple of occasions when 
put under pressure. He has not 
played a competitive game 
since the Oceania World Cup 
qualifiers in June. His move to 
Portsmouh has been thwarted 
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and Tunis. Rarely in the 
history of Australian football 
have we seen such self- 
engineered confidence. 
Actually believing that in 
Soccer, the World Game, we 
had no reason to fear any 
‘opponent. 

Of course, in historical 

terms, one needs to temper 
such conclusions by reflecting 
on the Australian game’s 
evolution. It was not always 
that Australia enjoyed having 
nearly 100 players abroad on 
professional contracts, It was 
not always that we produced, 
and were able to call upon, 
players of the class or 
Professional experience of a 
Zelic, a Viduka, a Bosnich, a 
‘Vidmar (Tony or Aurelio), Or 
of that exciting young thing 
Kewell, who is beguiling all at 
Leeds United. El Tel is indeed 
fortunate that he has fallen 
into the Golden Era of 
Australian Soccer. In fairness 
to the previous line of 
coaches, Rasic, Gutendorf, 
Arok, even Thomson, 
Venables has the best material 
yet to work with, His 
predecessors must be green 
with envy. 
The self belief thing and the 
development of a distinct 
Australian style really began 
with Frank Arok. Then came 
the Thomson era, the ‘lone 
tanger’ playing system, a 
desolate scoring record, the 
habit of talking up an 
opposition in order to magnify 
a result, and all round 
negativity.
